The Board has made aregulatory change which is exempt from provisions of the Administrative
Process Act. This action is exempt from the Virginia Administrative Process Act in 8 2.2-4006 A

§ 2.2-4006. Exemptions from requirements of this article.

A. The following agency actions otherwise subject to this chapter and § 2.2-4103 of the Virginia
Register Act shall be exempted from the operation of this article:

...4. Regulations that are:

a. Necessary to conform to changes in Virginia statutory law or the appropriation act where no
agency discretion is involved;

Accordingly, the Board has adopted amendments under an exempt action to conform regulations to

the Statute.
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In 2003, anew section was added to Chapter 24 of Title 54.1 to provide for athree-year period
after revocation of alicense before a person could apply to a health regulatory board for
reinstatement. Regulations of the Board of Psychology were not amended accordingly and must
be changed to conform to provisions of § 54.1-2408.1.

8§ 54.1-2408.2. Three-year minimum period for reinstatement after revocation.

When the certificate, registration or license of any person certified, registerdecensed by one

of the health regulatory boards has been revoked, the board may, after three years and upon the
payment of a fee prescribed by the Board, consider an application for reinstatement of a
certificate, registration or license in the same manner as the original certificeggistrations

or licenses are granted. The reinstatement of a certificate, registration ordickadl require

the affirmative vote of three-fourths of the members at a meeting. In the discretierbord,

such reinstatement may be granted without further examination.

On January 8, 2007, the Board of Psychology adopted exempt actions to Chapter 20, Regulations
Governing the Practice of Psychology and Chapter 30, Regulations Governing the Certification
of Sex Offender Treatment Providers to conform requirements for reinstatement of a license or
certification after revocation to provisions of § 54.1-2408.1.
